PUBLIC 


The statement of the public debt 


issued on Saturday last, compared 
with that issued one year ago, shows 
that daring the last twelve months 
there has been a decrease of interest- 
bearing debt to the amount of over 
$148,000,000; the amount of bonds 
actually redeemed was nearly $142,- 
000,000; the aggregate reduction of 
the total indebtedness of all classes 
waif$125,000,000, and the reduction 
of the total debt—less cash in the 
treasury—was over $147,000,000. Ko 
far as the reduction of the debt is 
concerned, the current fiscal year 
bids fair to be the most notable year 
in the financial history of the gov- 
ernment 
During the first throt>- 


qnarters just ended nearly $119,- 
000,000 of bonds have been re- 
deemed, canceled, and destroyed. If 
this rate of redemption should lit- 
continued -during the remaining 
quarter, the total redemption for the 
fiscal year will amount to over §158,- 
000,000. The reduction of the debt 
less cash in the treasury during tin- 
nine months has been over $114,- 
000,000, or at the rate of $152,000,- 
000 for the yew. The outstanding 
principal of the debt has been re- 
duced by over $103,000,000, or at 
the rate of $137,000,000 for the year. 
The largest previous annual redue 
tion of the principal took place dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1871, whon it

After the 
Blue Cut train robbery, the gang 
went to the home of the mother of 
the James boys, in Clay county,where 
a quarrel took place, and Jesse 
James killed Ed. Miller. They then 
went to Kentucky, and stopped with 
the father of Jeft' and Wood Hite. 
Old man Hite had a young wife, and 
Dick Liddel became enamored of her. 
This, led to a quarrel between Wood 
Hite and Liddel. and the former was 
killed. Wood Hite, being a cousin 
of Jesse James, the latter swore ven- 
geance, but Liddel escaped, and 
through his wife opened negotiations 
with the authorities to surrender. He 
was promised immunity if he would 
tell all and assist in looking up the 
gang. The first result was the arrest 
and sentence of Jeff Hite to twenty- 
live years in the penitentiary, for 
which a reward of $5,000 was paid. 
Of this reward it is believed the offi- 
cers have given Liddel $500. Lid- 
del is kept close by the officers, and 
no ono has been allowed to interview 
him. Tho information given as to 
his story comes from his tmcle, with 
whom he staid for some time before 
he gave himself

his pistol pointed at the laborer and the 
thoroughly frightened woman.

Early on Sunday morning William L. 


Wliite, aged about 17 years, died at the 
residence of his mother, Mrs. Hurst, on 
West Decatur street, after au illness of 
twelve days. The death of young White 
made the holding of a coroner's inquest 
necessary, because on Sunday, March 19th 
last, he had been struck on the back of 
his head by half a brick thrown by a 
young man named Frank Foster, who 
was arrested on March 20th on a charge 
of assault, and on pleading guilty he was 
fined $3 and costs by Justice Albert. 
Young White's injury was not considered 
dangerous, as there was no fracture of the 
skull nor any indications of serious re- 
sults; but the lad, who had been in good 
health previous to March 19th, was taken 
ill -with pneumonia, and notwithstanding 
the fact that he had the best medical at- 
tention, he died at the time above stated. 


The jury began its work at about nine 


o'clock on Sunday morning, and about 23 
witnesses testified as to the manner of the 
assault made upon White by Foster. The 
two youug men were standing near a new 
building on West Decatur street on the 
10th, and Foster, with a lath in hand was 
sticking it into a heap of saml and then 
threw the sand upon a number of his 
companions, White receiving several 
doses. Young White expostulated, and 
then the difficulty commenced, which 
ended by Foster throwing the brick-bat. 
Drs. Cats. C'heuoweth and A. K. Small 
tt'stilied that they,had examined tlie body 
of tue deceased andtthat While had died 
of pneumonia, with which lioth lungs 
were affected. 


The jury letired and biouglit in the 


following verdict:

by natural causes at 3:45 a. m., April 2, 
1S8:>, at the residence of Levina Hurst, 
Macon county, State of Illinois.
